IRISH PARLIAMENT. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS, Feb, 23. 

Mr O'Donwnet reported from the Seleét Committee 
appointed to inquire into the ftate of the prefs in this 
kipgdom. . 

The refulutions of the Committee were, that for a 
conliderable time paft, many treafonable, feditious, and 
inflammatory libels had been printed and diftributed in 
various parts of this kingdom, efpecially in Dublin, de- 
figned to promote infurreétion arid rebellion in this king- 
dom, :
